Heber Sawmills: 


Mark Jeffs owned a mill in Heber and it was run by 
Andrew Johnson and Ralph Johnson (Ref.  HBUM pp ) 


Isaa& Anderson "Ike" had a sawmill down on the 
Prarie in Charleston---He used to cut the lumber out 
inwest Strawberry Valley. 


Later, after Ike Anderson died, his son, Jack Anderson| took 
over thàt mill and ran it. 


Newell Jensen ran a small sawmill out on the Daniels 
Canyon Road (on the east side of that road) 


Pole Canyon Sawmills: 

John Campbell had a mill in Pole Canyon, and Joseph 
Davis Campbell helped him at that mill. A younger 
brother, William Campbell bunched shingles for them.

Frank Defa and sons ran a sawmill in Hanna for years. 


Wallsburg Sawmills: 
Elijah Davis had the first Shingle Mill in Wallsburg 
William Jasper Boren had a sawmill in Wallsburg 
James Wheeler had a mill there too. 
Daniel Dewey Bigelow had a Sawmill there too.
